The total valuation on taxable 
property in St. Louis, he pointed out, 
is $730,000,000 and the board's es- 
timated receipts of 75 cents on the 
$100 valuation, which was authorized 
for a period of one year at a special 
election in November, 1919, amount- 
ed to $4,927,500. Should the people 
at the coming special election grant 
to the board the privilege of a tax 
rate of 85 cents on the $100 valua- 
tion the revenue will be $5,584,500, 
an increase of $657,000 over the reve- 
nue of the present fiscal year. 

Should the election fail and the 
board be compelled to rely upon the 
constitutional limit of 60 cents on 
the $100 valuation it would only re- 
ceive an income of $3,942,000, or 
$985,000 less than it received last 
year, or $1,642,000 less than it would 
receive in the event the people grant- 
ed the request to levy a tax of 85 
cents on the $100 valuation. 


Present Tax Insufficient. 


It could be readily seen, he said, 
that if the board is called upon for 
the expenditures to meet the salaries 
and maintenance of schools next 
year, in proportion to the present 
year, that the 60 cents taxation will 
not be sufficient and the 75 cents 
rate obtained last year only permit- 
ted the appropriation bill to go 
through because of the board's con- 
Servatism. The board had in its 
treasury on July 1, 1920, $1,531,086, 
he said.

The third sentence of hanging in 
less than a month in Belleville was 
imposed by a jury there yesterday. 
There now are four convicted mur- 
derers under sentence of hanging in 
the Belleville jail, one having been 
brought there from another county, 
and seven men awaiting trial on 
charges of first degree murder. 

Yesterday's sentence was passed 
upon Albert Lane, 18 years old, a 
negro, who was found guilty of par- 
ticipation in the shooting of James 
Crossett, 560 years old, of 426 Market 
street, East St. Louls, on Nov, 20. 
Raymond Titsworth, 17, a negro, was 
_found guilty with Lane and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. The 
testimony was that when Crossett 
resisted a holdup, Lane struck him 
on the head with the butt of a re- 
volver, dazing him, and then fatally 
shot him. 
| The two negroes also are accused 
| of having shot and killed John Bud- 
da, 2135 Missouri avenue, East St. 
| Louis, last September. Budda did 
not understand a command in Bn- 
i glish to hold up his hands and was 
fataaly shot. Titsworth is sald by 
the police to have confessed partici- 
| pation in both murders, accusing 
_Lane of firing the shots in each. 

The others in the Belleville fail 
under sentence of hanging are Wil- 
liam Pryor, convicted on Jan. 28; 
Jess Manley, a former East 8t. Louis 
detective, convicted on Feb, 5, and 
\John Lowhon, convicted at Carmi 
and to be hanged there on April 15.

MONEY TO GO TO 
POORER DISTRICTS 


Defeat of Proposal to Make 
New Measure Optional In- 
dicates Opposition Has 
Lost Its Force. 


By a Staff Oorrespondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26.— 
An amendment to the county unit 
school bill, adopted shortly before 
the measure was ordered engrossed 
in the House yesterday afternoon 
will cost the City of St. Louis an 
amount variously estimated at from 
$60,000 to $250,000 of the portion 
of the State school funds it has bee. 
receiving. 

Reprosentative Elmer of Dent 
County offered the amendment, 
which was voted for by nearly the 
entire House, the St. Louis mem 
bers included. While it will take 
funds from the St. Louls schools as 
well as from other wealthy districts. 
the money will go for the upbuild- 
ing of the schools of the poorer dis- 
tricts of the State. 

It provides that before apportion- 
‘ng the Stets school fund on the basis 
of enumeration of pupils, as under 


the present law, the State Superin-— 


tendent of Schools shall apportion to 
each high school district, which 


votes a school tax of $1 on the $100 


valuation, and each county school 
district which votes a tax of 65 
cents, enough funds to make the 
total income of the district sufficient 
to equal 35 cents per day for each 
bigh echool pupil and 720 cents per 
day for each elementary §§ school 
pupil. 
Effect of the Amendment. 

The effect of the amendment on 
the total amount available for gen- 
eral distribution from the State fund 
will be that it will reduce the State 
fund to the extent of the total de- 
mands made on it by the weak dis- 
tricts. A district which derives 
enough money from its general tax- 
ation at the maxim:im rate to pro- 
vide the 35 cents and 20 cents per 
Gay for each pupil will receive no 
State afd until after the districts 
whose revenues are not sufficient ave 
Taken care of. After that all will 
participate in the remainder of the 
State fund tn proportion to the nun: - 
ber of pupils enumerated.

“Herman made many friends 
abroad by his clean and wonderful 
fight.

He weighed 116% 
pounds at that time and took on 
three pounds at ringside. Wilde 
weighed 108 pounds, which was 
more than Jimmy weighed for Pal 
More or Jwnch when they met 
Herinan’s achievement in stopping 
Wilde may be compared with the in- 
ferior showing of Lynch, who twice 
met Wilde and twice was defeated.” 

Goldman expects to reach an agree- 
ment with Rickard in a day or two 
following his arrival in New York.

Te Ge Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Legislature now in session at 
ferson City is asked to impose severer 
penalties for crime; even the death pen- 
alty has been suggested for stealing an 
automobile. Permit me to observe that 
certainty and promptness, rather than 
severity of punishment, are what are 
needed to deter men from breaking the 
law. As things now go in St. Louis, if 
crime is ever punished it is so long after 
its commission that in the minds of men 
criminally inclined there is little relation 
between cause and effect. Let it become 
known that he who commits a crime will 
tm all human probability be caught, tried, 
convicted and at hard labor in the peni- 
tentiary within 60 days after he has vio- 
lated the law, and the “crime wave” will 
be very much less in evidence than it is 
now. In England, where there is this 
comparative certainty and promptness in 
punishing law-breakers, the percentage 
of crimé is very much less than it is any- 
where in America. Even after our police 
catch a criminal our courts seem to do 
all they can to facilitate his ultimate ¢s- 
cape. Here is an instance:
